NIAGARA ICE FLOE 
WRECKS BRIDGE 


“Worst Jam In History” Tears 
Away Structure, Favorite 
Point Of View For Tourists 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., (UP)—The 
Falls View bridge, spanning the Nia- 
gara River 1000 feet below the mighty 
cataracts, began breaking up today un- 
der the pressure of the worst ice jam in 
history. 

The ice jam carried the structure 
slowly downstream. The bridge had 
been closed to traffic earlier when it 
began to buckle in the center. 

Authorities said the bridge, one of 
the first to link the United States and 
Canada, would be a total loss by the 
time the ice jam broke up. The bridge 
afforded tourists their best view 
the falls. 

The ice completely enveloped the 
Canadian side and threatened to carry 
hydro electric power plant on the 
it away. Employes escaped before the 
ice shut off all entrances. 

At 1l a.m. authorities estimated that 
the ice jam had risen 20 feet in three 
hours. It was still rising.

SANTA RITA (lP—Funeral arrange- 
ments were made today for Mrs. Cata- 
rina Roderiguez Berryessa, a member 
of an early Spanish-California family, 
who died one month before her 104th 
birthday. 

Mrs. Baryessa was related to the 
most prominent families of old Cali- 
fornia.

She was born in Villa Branciforte, 
now the city of Santa Cruz, in 1834.

Fernando Berryessa, wealthy Pajaro 
Valley rancher. Berryessa was killed in
